that will offer in 1959 more pleasure boats, motors, and accessories 
than ever before in the history of the sport. 

Note that on pages 126 and 127, as well as the shopping manuals and 
check lists which lead off each special section, that instructions are 
given for best use of this buying workbook. In many cases new and 
representative products are pictured and described that have been 
selected from a company’s vast inventory of marine products. If you 
see an item similar to one you think you want, or a fitting like some- 
thing you have been searching for over the years, write directly to the 
listed manufacturer. He can probably send you his extensive catalog 
from which you can choose the exact product you had in mind. Properly 
used, this issue can become both a detailed home study course of the 
trends and progress of the marine industry today, and a guide to better 
and more simplified boating for you this coming year. 

While the pleasure boating manufacturers of America have been 
producing more attractive, durable, and high performing boats and 
motors than ever before, they have not, however, met the challenge of 
educating a public to the point where it can take full advantage of 
these new and greatly improved products. No manufacturer in the field 
insists that his dealers make certain every purchaser knows the rudi- 
ments of safe operation of their boat and motor. While demonstration 
rides, once a rarity, are becoming more popular as dealers discover 
that a newcomer is frequently delighted and sold once he and his 
family go out in the boat, they are by no means the rule. Though an 
automotive salesman will arrange lessons for the purchaser who is a 
novice driver, the boat dealer is rare indeed who makes certain that 
each customer knows the boating rules of the road. No detailed Operat- 
ing Manual is supplied with the average boat sold ; no Guide to Sensible 
Seamanship is tied to every outboard and inboard engine delivered. 
While trying with one hand to attract the newcomer to boating, the 
industry is not using the other to help him over first uncertainties and 
give him guidance toward sound and seamanlike fundamentals tn the 
sport. The U.S. Power Squadrons, Coast Guard Auxiliary, Red Cross, 
and other organizations as well as individual boatmen can be of much 
aid, but they need the cooperation of the industry as a whole.

TOXIC EXTINGUISHERS 

In your December issue you state 
that toxic vaporizing liquid-type fire 
extinguishers will no longer receive 
Coast Guard approval for use aboard 
pleasure boats after January Ist, 1959 
You also state “prohibited are car- 
bon tetrachloride and chlorobromome 
thane types.” 

The manufacture of these types of 
fire extinguishers will no longer be 
Coast Guard approved, but they will ac 
cept toxic type liquid fire extinguishers 
that are in use until January Ist, 1962 
at which time the approval will be 
withdrawn, and they no longer will be 
legal 

Your readers may feel, from read- 
ing this article, that they must throw 
away their Pyrenes and immediately 
put on a CO, or a dry chemical ex- 
tinguisher, thus putting them to con- 
siderable unnecessary expense three 
years before such action is required 
legally.

Salts of the Sound, by Roger Williams 
McAdam. Stephen Daye Press, 240 
pages, illustrated. Price, $5.00. 

This is the history of the men and 
ships of the steamboat lines that op- 
erated from New York to New Haven, 
New London, Providence, Fall River, 
Boston and other points in Connecti- 
cut, Rhode Island and Massachusetts. 

To the summer boatman who sees 
Long Island Sound as pleasant cruis- 
ing grounds with occasional squalls, it 
may come as a surprise to find that 
the professionals who had to navigate 
scheduled passenger ships through 
winter storms and ice, through fog at 
any time of the year, and through the 
congestion of traffic on New York's 
East River considered the Sound the 
“most dangerous waters in the world.” 
Author McAdam makes this point 
early in his history, and backs it up 
throughout the book with reports of 
disasters and near disasters. 

First published in 1939, this revised 
and enlarged edition contains a lot of 
fascinating reading, but it has a couple 
of annoying faults. One is that pres- 
entation of material is confused in 
spots. A discussion of a captain di- 
gresses into a discussion of two or 
three steamers, and the captain is for- 
gotten until he pops up in a section 































about another ship elsewhere in the 
book. Also, the author refers to his 
captains as the “man in the middle 
window” too often for our taste. 


Long Pig, by Russell Foreman. Mc- 
Graw Hill, 362 pages. Price, $4.95. 

Back in the days of Captain Bligh, 
South Pacific islands were not all as 
pleasant as Tahiti, particularly the 
Fiji group, which were inhabited by 
cannibals. 

This novel, to some extent, is based 
on history. An American ship, Argo, 
was wrecked on a reef in the Fijis early 
in the 19th century. The survivors 
were thought to be gods by the is- 
landers because they smoked—and 
had guns. But apparently the natives 
were susceptible to a disease brought 
ashore by the Americans. At any rate, 
many of the islanders died. No one 
knows what happened to the ship's 
crew after this. 

In Mr. Foreman’s book, the hero, 
Oliver Slater, Argo’s first mate and 
one of two survivors of a massacre, 
mutiny and sundry disasters, escapes 
with his co-survivor and an island girl 
in an Outrigger canoe. This trio makes 
its way to another cannibal strong- 
hold, but there they live on the best 
of terms with the local chief and his 
merry men—right up to the bitter end. 


A-Boating We Will Go, by Enid Wolf. 
McGraw Hill Book Co., Inc., 336 
pages, illustrated. Price, $5.50. 

This is what amounts to a manual 
for the woman who cruises. It covers 
basic boat handling, stowage, nautical 
language, cooking, housekeeping, rules 
of the road, and other information of 
interest and consequence for the First 
Mate. Mrs. Wolf, who has her Wom- 
en's Certificate of qualification from 
the U. S. Power Squadrons, has been

Building A Ship In A Bottle, by Ray- 
mond H. Biggs. The Bruce Publish- 
ing Co., 64 pages, illustrated.

GREENHEART FOR WORM SHOES 


GC REENHEART, an imported or tropical wood, has many 
¥ advantages over pine or oak as ordinarily used for 
worm or grounding shoes. Our woods are quickly attacked 
by marine borers, meaning that the average wormshoe must 
be replaced every few years. Treating the wood helps but 
much depends on what’s used or how. Anything brushed on 
affords only temporary protection, being leeched off the 
surface before long. Pressure treating with creosote 1s ef- 
fective but tends to make wood brittle, resulting in the shoe 
being easy to mar or chafe. Worse still, though, yards don't 
stock it, are more apt to use whatever wood ts available or 
easiest had. 

Those that have used Greenheart for this purpose say 
that one must either order himself what's required—a strip, 
or two lengths, so long and so wide, and an inch, or more, 
thick—or have his yard order it. In either case the point 
is to have it available for next time the boat is hauled. Some 
put it on after finding it a nuisance having to haul every so 
often to replace a questionable shoe.

carriage, usually well back on it, to facilitate blocking or 
shifting for getting off any old shoe or sheathing and put- 
ting on the new. Or if the yard hoists with the boat in 
slings such shifting should be even easier. Ore yard I know 
of hauls the boat to split off and remove the old shoe then 
launches. The new shoe is then temporarily secured to the 
cross-bearers of the carriage and uprights set un to mark 
its location. Then the boat is rehauled, being positioned 
exactly atop the shoe. In some other cases half of the 
fastenings holding the shoe are put in at the time, the rest 
left for the next season’s hauling, when the boat can be 
positioned so where they'll go won't come on the bearers. 
The fastening methods are as I've found them but I like 
particularly the idea of fairing the shoe off forward by 
means of a bronze casting. While the shoe is being put cn 
it’s an easy matter to get the shape and then later make your 
wood pattern. Turn it over to a foundry that casts in 
bronze, having the plate ready for putting on next time you 
haul. 
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PLUGS FOR FASTENINGS 


PLUGGED fastenings are a mark of good building. 

When they do give trouble, chances are iron fastenings 
were used and have commenced to rust. Or with a bare 
deck the wood may have been scraped or worn down 
enough that the plugs have become too thin to hold prop- 
erly. 

In new work or a major repair job where plugging is con- 
templated, an adjustable drill is worth having. But in de- 
ciding the size, buy with not only the size of the screws 
but the woods being used in mind. That is, such a drill for 
say a No. 12 screw will be fine for hardwoods, but in soft 
will hardly give a tight enough fit, a No. 10 size drill then 
being about right. In these drills, which bore for the 
thread, for the shank, and for the plug, all in one operation, 
of the two common types shown I find ‘A’ satisfactory for 
small screws or soft woods but ‘B’ best for heavy service, 
such as large or heavy screws or into oak 

For where one wants to make his own plugs the cutter 
marked “A” has the advantage of giving plugs with a round- 
ed or driving end similar to the ready-made sort. With 
either type should you find plugs fit rather loosely, adjust 
the cutter by closing the prongs or lip of the cutting end 
just a trifle. If it’s the reverse—the plugs won't enter 
properly—open the end slightly 

In cutting out plugs it pays to have selected your stock 
carefully, laying aside suitable scrap for the purpose. Both 
to facilitate cutting off the excess of the end and to have 
the finished job look right, you'll want the grain to run with 
that of the wood itself. Ready-made plugs have the run 
of the grain marked on the outer end. Home made ones, 
on the other hand, can be a nuisance to use, for it is often

difficult or impossible to detect the run of the grain in try- 
ing to make time driving them. I find it pays, particularly 
if a helper will be putting them in, to mark the plug stock 
beforehand with a series of quickly pencilled lines. One 
end of the plug will then show a guide mark. However, 
using cutter type ‘A’, where the plugs must be freed by 
splitting the piece on a bandsaw, the mark must be trans- 
ferred to the other or flat end. It’s worth doing, though 
In replugging a deck or topsides much depends on the 
sort of fastenings originally used. Bronze screws can usual- 
ly be easily removed, then the socket deepened with an ad 
justable drill. Or use a speed drill when it may be necessary 
to drive a wood pin to guide the point. After refastening, 
preferably with a size heavier screw, use an oversize plug in 
the purposely cut larger socket. With nails it’s a matter of 
sinking the old fastening deeper, then cleaning and treating 
ts head while you have the chance. Many prefer to use 
compound rather than a plug, feeling it gives the head better 
protection. Where plugs are preferred the socket must be 


deepened and pre ferably enlarged to give clean edges. I’ve 


found that a speed drill reworked as shown will do a good 
job if the po verdrill itself is held very steady 

While plugs are often driven in varnish (and sometimes 
bare) it seems sensible to use resin orf Wwaterproo! ty pe glue 


It pays to wipe off the excess glue. Also, after chiselling off 


the excess of the end, and shaving the plug flush, sand off 
vestiges of the glue Otherwise it will show as a stain 
through several coats of white paint, or with varnish as a

' you've envied the tight joints and neat fits a competent 
shipwright can turn out, well, the reason is often hollow 
planing of one or the other of the touching surfaces. Un- 
derstandably, the slight hollow makes for the edges of the 
member bugging tightly, and any bedding compound, even 
1 Strand of cotton wicking, is held effectively in the shallow 
space 

While some hollow can be dressed in a flat surface using 
a small ordinary plane the real tool for the job is an old 
wood one, say eight or ten inches long and with a two-inch 
sole. Generally such planes are either homemade or must 
nowadays be picked up at an auction sale or second-hand 
place. Ones with a rounded sole can occasionally be had, 
otherwise it’s an easy matter to dress the wood sole slightly 
round—say 3/16 inch to the width—and carefully grind the 
Culler to match. Best of all, of course, is to have several 
of different sizes and various bottom rounds. Generally, 
there’s wonderful steel in the cutter. I have some old 
planes that will do their job on wood that’s so hard or 
gummy a modern steel plane will but skid over the surface 

Adjusting a wood plane for cutting as wanted takes a bit 
of getting onto. A slight tap on the heel of the plane draws 
the cutter in to give a thinner shaving while tapping the top 
of the cutter blade has the reverse effect. Usually there’s a 
wood wedge that must be shifted, then finally tapped snug

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NAVIGATION 


Find your position easily 
with ranges or bearings. 


By Elbert Robberson 


7 NOWING how to pinpoint your position is the finest 
feat in piloting. It can keep you out of entanglements 
with rocks and shoals. It will warn if current or wind is 
setting you off-course. It will give you a point of departure 
for a homeward course if fog or darkness falls. Besides, it 
may enable you to locate lost objects, such as a motor, or 
insure returning to a private spot that is fat with fish. You 
can learn this valuable trick right now, and this Spring, 
after you've launched, put it to practice with a minimum 
of expense and equipment. 

Visual position finding mainly involves determination 
of angles between known lines or objects. Although classi 
cal methods can tie you up in trigonometry, there are 
simplified systems which, supported by a few props, will 
give position by visual observations without going into 
mathematics 

There are several methods of measuring the necessary 
angles, some quite simple and some a little more difficult 

some just adequately accurate, and some having hairline 
precision. Some systems give point positions, while others 
show lines of position, either straight or curved, some- 
where along which the boat is located. Knowing the prin- 
ciples of the more common methods will allow you to pick 
the systems best for your needs at the moment. 

RANGES 

The most accurate line of position can be found without 
instruments, by eye. This kind of line runs through shore- 
side ranges, which may either be purposely placed naviga- 
tional markers, or quite accidentally aligned objects. When 
two identifiable objects ashore (or fixed to shore, as in the 


case of a beacon or buoy) appear in exact alignment, they

Suppose you find a spot where the fish are thick. You 
want to come back to the same spot the next time out, but 
how can you find it? Look around and find landmarks in 
different directions that line up, one in back of the other, 
such as a house on the beach and a bald spot on a far hill, 
a prominent rock or tree and a building, or a dip in a distant 
ridge. After finding one range, try to locate another, as 
close to being at right angles to the first as possible. A pau 
of range lines crossed in this manner establish an ac 
Curate position The next time you are out, run your boat 
down one of these range lines until the other crossing one 
comes into alignment, When this happens, drop the hook 

you're exactly where you were the first time 

Ranges are also useful for finding the accurate line of a 
channel, or unmarked turning points. Some channels are 
provided with ranges by the Government, but in the 
absence of official ranges, vou can usually find other objects 
which may be used for the same purpose. In special cu 
cumstances, you might set one up yourself, planting stakes 
on the beach

First, locate a point on the chart which is outside the 
menace, or farther out from shore, as shown in Fig. /. 
Then measure the angle between this point and two nearby 
known points ashore—this is known as the horizontal 
danger angle. With the pelorus, take a bearing of the first 
object, and then the other. If the difference between the 
two bearings is less than the danger angle, the boat is in 
a safe position, but if the difference is the same or slightly 
greater than the danger angle, correct course immediately 
and clear out. 

Relative bearings taken on three shoreside objects will 
give an actual position. Get relative bearings on the three 
objects, as shown in Fig. 2, and set these angles on a three- 
arm protractor. Move the protractor around on the chart 
until the lines of the arms pass through the three objects. 
Your exact position is at the apex of the angles

RELATIVE BEARINGS 


Relative bearings are measured between the direction of 
the boat’s keel and observed objects.

jee owner of a small boat must 
make an individual decision regard- 
ing the need for marine insurance as it 
affects the particular case in question 
You pay for financial protection 
against accidents concerned with boat- 
ing. Your policy may be for collision 
on a deductible basis, much like with 
automobiles, and it may cover public 
liability for passengers aboard either 
your craft or the boat you hit. De- 
pending on the factors involved, it 
might be profitable for you to carry 
fire insurance only while your boat 
is in storage over the winter. You are 
the only judge. 


Full marine covers the hull, motor, 
and gear while underway, moored, or 
hauled. Grounding, stranding, being 
struck by lightning, damage caused by 
windstorm, and other “perils of the 
sea” are included but it may cost an 
extra premium if you have specific 
problems. For instance, the ordinary

A carbon dioxide or foam fi eX 
tinguisher system may reduce yout 
yearly outlay while helping protect 
vou and your family.

Don't expect insurance to cover dam 
age to sails or spars while the boat ts 
in competition unless you've made spe 
cific arrangements to cover that even 
tuality. 

Marine insurance is almost as old 
as boating itself. Indemnity at sea was 
a factor in the business of the ancient 
Mediterranean merchants as well as 
the brokers of Lloyd's Coffeehouse in 
London, England. The phraseology 
of present day policies is much the 
same as in those days but today’s com 
panies are more liberal with their atti- 
tudes regarding boat loss adjustments 
They are not responsible for wear and 
tear or natural deterioration due to the 
passage of time but they do pay in full, 
without deductions for depreciation as 
you'll find with other forms of insur- 


ance, for losses due to perils of the sea 


If you are liable to suffer loss 
through accident, causing your family 
to suffer because you or your pas- 
sengers may have been unable to work, 
insurance will give you protection. If 
you finance a boat, the mortgage hold- 
er will insist On adequate insurance 
Both mutual and stock companies 
write marine insurance, and many of 
them provide for a considerable pre- 
mium refund if no claims are made 
Check with your nearest broker for 
more detailed information. — G

Larson All-American

Further, we learned that Larson was responsible for 
some of the developments which made the Rand Gun proc- 
ess applicable to the spraying of glass fiber and resin to 
form reinforced molded fiberglass boats 

In conducting tests for POPULAR BOATING, sometimes 
as many as three or four manufacturers’ products are 
checked each month before selecting a boat that is suff- 
ciently outstanding to warrant a report. 

I had hoped that my trip to Minnesota in late October 
would uncover a boat 1 wanted to report because | cer- 
tainly wouldn't choose the upper Mississippi River on the 
eve of winter for a pure pleasure junket 

There was a crisp skin of ice on the puddles along the 
Little Falls streets, and on the morning of the second day 
of testing, a fine powdery snow fell briefly. Yet on both 
days I was able to get in plenty of underway time

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PB’s test author found the All-American 
average in speed, clocking about 24 mph with 
a 35 horsepower motor installation. 


For safety we give the All-American 16-footer an ex- 
cellent rating. Part of this I admit may be gratefulness to 
Paul Larson for designing a boat which didn’t get me wet 
down during the gusty test session nor flip me into the 
frigid Mississippi water during my frustrated attempts to 
upset or swamp his boat 

One feature of the All-American that particularly ap- 
pealed to me from the standpoint of safety is hidden in the 
completed boat. Behind the side panels that line the inte- 
rior of the fore and aft cockpits are four cubic feet of

styrofoam running from sheer line down. This offers 220 


~ 


pounds of positive buoyancy plus an additional 624 pounds 
of flotation incorpozated in ten cubic feet of air compart- 
ments in the bilge. This total of 844 pounds of flotation is 
exceptional in a 16’ runabout. But more exceptional is the 
placement of the styrofoam. Its location adds not only to 
the stiffness of the sides of the hull but would offset a tend 
ency of the boat to roll in the event it should be swamped 

The Larson test model was rated for outboard power ol 
18 to 80 horsepower. The bulk of my testing was con- 
ducted with a Johnson 35. Merely to check the safety of 
the design, I tried a lighter weight model hull, 14’8” L.o.a 
rather than the 15'10” lL.o.a. of the All-American Model 
162, with a 50 horse motor on it. Though the smaller, 
lighter model was far more sprightly in performance, it 
had no more tendency than the All-American with a 35 
h.p. motor on it to skid, spin out, or dig its bow during 
hard over full throttle cornering 

The heavy duty plexiglas windshield of the All-American 
was generous in height, offered unobstructed vision, and 
was ruggedly framed with a sturdy buffed-aluminum ex- 
trusion trim. With top and side curtains up, underway 
operation was considerably more comfortable, particularly 
in the close to freezing temperature. Like all boat tops on 
runabouts, outboard or inboard, the operator’s vision with 
the top up is reduced to quite an extent. 

The All-American was notably untender to prop torque 
or weight shifts. This is due in part to the decided for- 
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The accommodation plan, wide deck, and spray 
deflecting windshield that gained the All-American 
an excellent rating for comfort are shown above. 


ward flare, which gives her a topside beam of 72” across 
the front cockpit. Aft at the transom she has a 62 
width, with an extreme amidships beam of 74”. These 
dimensions coupled with ample weight (approximately 610 
pounds) keeps her from rolling at idling speed in a heavy 
chop, shipping water in really rough going, or listing when 
passengers shift from side to side 

One feature which we checked with considerable inter- 
est was the fore and aft clearance from the front of the 
transom motor board to the trailing edge of the molded-in 
transom well. My own measurements show an ample 24” 
although the manufacturer had claimed only 21 The im 
portance of this measurement is to be sure that any motor 
installation, single or twin, can strike an obstacle and fully 
tilt with a provision for ample finger clearance. Passen- 
gers grip seat backs and lips of transom wells. Fingers 
have been lost and arms badly bruised because designers 
did not consider this contingency and provide enough clear- 
ance. The All-American offers this safety factor 

The flooring of both fore and aft cockpits is flat, free of 
any obstruction. There are no jagged unfinished areas, as 
all raw edges such as storage compartment hatches are 
trimmed with a U-shaped, chrome-colored plastic 

From the standpoint of comfort, the All-American again 
gains an excellent rating. The test boat was equipped with 
seat cushions and padded upholstered 3” thick back rests 
which list optionally above her $985 f.o.b. tag at $79.50. I 
removed the cushions during the more violent part of the 
testing and found that the molded fiberglass seats were 
comfortable without the padding and the 3” drop did not 
affect forward or side vision. 

Probably you have already noticed that the All-Ameri- 
can has a lapstrake design below the chine line. What isn't 
noticeable is that unlike other lapstrake designs, Larson 
has incorporated an original feature, a 10%4” 
deep reverse lap extending along the bottom at the center 
line. This reverse lap or box channel serves to gather air 
and offer additional lift. This feature may explain the 
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. . . good performance, excellent

boat’s excellent acceleration characteristics Coupled with 
the standard laps the hull takes on the desirable attributes 
of any lapstrake boat. In hard cornering there is no squeam- 
ish feeling of skidding, for each of the laps acts like a 
Shallow longitudinal fin to prevent the boat from follow- 
ing any natural tendency for the stern to overtake the bow. 

Further, the PT-boat flare of the bow area cuts waves 
cleanly, vet cushions the shock of choppy water or larger 
waves. Spray does not come into the rear cockpit even at 

fast pace heading into the wind and chop. The aft cock- 
pit remains completely dry except in the most violent turns 

The score in adaptability is only average. The All-Amer- 
ican can be taken out in reasonably rough weather and 
operated on any type water suitable for sensible cruising 
with a 16-footer. With her generous transom beam of 
$5 above the center line, her ability to 
accelerate and get on to plane quickly makes her a desirable 
ski-tow boat

The All-American Model 162 selected for tests is a five 
seater, Carrying three passengers comfortably forward and 
two in the rear cockpit seated on molded-in side or stern- 
facing seats. However, the remaining aft cockpit space 
s sufficiently long for only one below-average height person 
to stretch out at full length (head aft, feet between the 
seats as can be noted from the interior arrangement 
sketch). The same applies to the more lushly appointed 
Model 165. A Model 160 (all three use the same hull) 
has a completely open rear cockpit but neither the interior 
width, average 55”, the length 63 . hor the tront seat 
57" width ts sufficient to offer over-night sleeping comfort 
to anything but a trio of Brownies or Cub Scouts 

The All-American bounces right back into the excellent 
column in her durability rating. Part of this top bracket 
score was based on my tour of the Little Falls plant where 
1 observed the boats in various stages of construction. I 
saw at first hand that though the Rand Gun “spray-up” 
process speeded construction as compared to a hand lay- 


up of glass cloth, it also assured complete saturation and 
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More deluxe version of the All-American offers 
padded cockpit panels, Wheelsman Safety Lock 
steering, vinyl upholstery and a $1150 price tag. 


a perfect blending of the random dispersed, uniform length, 
hard chrome finish glass roving and the resin in a con- 
trolled ratio of 38° glass content. 

High glass-resin ratios are possible and hand rolling 
and squeegeeing of each successive sprayed-on layer largely 
eliminates the possibility of entrapped air that might lead 
to weakness or delamination of the layers. 

Laboratory tests indicate flexural strengths of the sprayed 
plastic lay-ups of 35,000 to 40,000 pounds per square inch, 
with tensile strengths of 12,000 to 14,000 pounds per 
square inch. This gives the fiberglass hull, thickness for 
thickness, flexural strength of about 75°% that of structural 
steel, and pound for pound four times that of steel. 

Added stiffening in the Larson boats is accomplished 
with wood framing, cedar strips fiberglass molded into the 
lap sections, and taffy stripping of resin saturated bundles 
ot glass cord 

No corners appear to be cut concerning quality, The 
colors of the Larson hulls are all molded-in rather than 
sprayed or painted on the finished mold, even to the novel 
application of the optionally extra molded-in chine line 
side trim-stripe that lists at $36. 

Gunwale rub rails are constructed of vinyl extrusions 
bonded and bolted to the sheer. Seats are an integral part 
of the deck mold with no bolted together joints to work 
free. Even such seemingly minor items as the steering 
cable, which is supplied as standard equipment with the 
factory-installed steering wheel and hardware, is top quality 
vinyl coated flexible stranded-steel Berkley tller line. 

his is a boat that should give long rugged service with 
no tendency to break up. It will not noticeably show the 
effects of exposure to the elements, and certainly seems 
free of any tendency toward delamination. 

In styling the All-American drops below an excellent 
rating. We gave her above-average in this respect. Many 
thoughtful styling items are incorporated. For example, 
the steering cable control holes are already precut at a 
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panels, and drain plugs.

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high splash-free level in the motor well. Any rawness of 
the hole cut has been eliminated by U-shaped trims which 
will prevent chafing of cables, fuel lines, and electrical 
harnesses. 

But, I considered the access panel at the rear of the aft 
cockpit to be poorly designed. The compartment itself is 
roomy and large enough to house several remote fuel 
tanks plus a battery and a tool kit or carrying case for 
spares, To get at it, however, you have to turn several 
clips, then lift and juggle around a rather sizeable plywood 
compartment panel. In its stead I would far prefer to see 
two sliding panels that move in tracks so that you would 
have access to either half of the compartment by merely 
sliding one door along the face of the other 

Back to the plus side, wraparound windshields on too 
many boats appear to be installed as afterthoughts. Even 
with rubber or plastic grommeting at the bottom, spray 
dashed onto the foredeck has a way of dribbling down into 
the front cockpit and all over the occupants’ legs. The Lar 
son wraparound windshield fits forward of a molded-in 
deck ridge which effectively seals the windshield properly 
to the hull 

Similarly, the entire cockpit coaming includes a molded 
lip to prevent water on the foredeck from running over the 
sides into the cockpit. On rainy days this can be a desirable 
feature, particularly as the standard boat top, included in the 
Larson All-American’s equipped price, comes complete with 
flexible side curtains that can be rolled up for stowage but 
which snap fasten to the outside of this lip-rail to effective 
ly seal out air or driving rain. The top, incidentally, folds 
compactly down onto the tray area above the dashboard 
so that it is never in the wav and need not be removed 
due either to unsightliness or bulk 

In the realm of speed we give the All-American only an 
average rating. With the 35 horsepower Johnson showing 
a tachometer reading of 4300 rpm and swinging the 
standard factory-supplied wheel, the maximum I was abl 
to clock with one passenger, both of us sitting in the tor 
ward cockpit, was 23 mph. Moving the passenger to the

A simil 
group of 0-to-20 mph runs gave her an average speed 
acceleration in this range of 12.4 seconds 

In justice to the boat, an inspection of the propelk 
showed that it had a number of nicks and could well have 


been slightly out of pitch, though IT noted no unexplained 
vibrations. I suggested that the manutacturer rig her with 
what he considered to be an average power plant that 
might be applied. It struck me that the boat had been a bit 
under powered. I feel that the average buyer could power 
the boat with anything from 40 to 70 horsepower with 
better satisfaction than the modest, 35 h.p. tor this sturdy 
1 6-footer. 

But keep in mind that this particular Larson model ts 
designed as a versatile all-family runabout. If speed ts your 
prime interest, then you better check the Larson Thunde 
hawk Or Falls Flyer. 

However, as a general family pleasure boat, you'll be 
hard put to find a better dollar-for-dollar buy and a better 
all-around performer than the All-American 16-footer. A 
final clincher might be one of delivered cost. Larson boats 
are manufactured in Georgia, California, Wyoming, and 
Cornwall, Canada, as well as in Minnesota, so that long 


distance freight charges won't add too much to the list

For over fifty years, seascapes have become art when recorded 


by the man whose name means

HE MAN behind the camera sways with an easy and 
dhe motion to meet the movements of the boat 
His soft brimmed canvas hat, well chewed Havana 
cigar, and his boat have been selected with care and are 
used with affection. His weathered face and manner bear 
the mark of years spent outdoors. He wears no dark sun 
glasses, and on the brightest days his keen blue-grey eyes 
look without squinting toward the sun glaring in over the 
water. In his mid-seventies, when the sea is rough and the 
deck jumps and rolls beneath his feet, his reflexes and 
coordination are so automatic that he can balance himself 
while both hands work with his camera as he holds it to 
his eye long enough to catch the moment of action that 
tells a story 
For most people, the source of work and relaxation are 
different. For Morris Rosenfeld, the years spent in yacht- 
ing photography have been a continuing source of vitality, 
Satisfaction, enjoyment and deepest meaning. When he 
received the Ole Evinrude Award last year for “Lifetime 
Contribution to Recreational Boating.” a part of the in 
scription on the bronze plaque presented to him read: “He 
has recorded a half century of American boating with such 
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the best in marine photography 


integrity, skill and sensitivity as to create in the uninit 
ated an understanding and appreciation of the pleasure 
afloat.” 

He often is asked how he happened to make a career of 
marine photography. He usually answers with a shrug 

I just don’t Know, except that sky and water and ships 
always fascinated me.’ 

It was a career on which he embarked very early, reach 
ing for it more from intuition than design. His first personal 
experience with ships and the water came from swimming 
and rowing in the East River near the foot of Manhattan 
Even sixty vears ago, the East River was so filled with debris 
that only a youngster could look forward to swimming 
there. For that boy a whole panorama swept past—small 
sailing canoes to great transatlantic liners. Though almost 
as active today, the river spectacle then had more sail and 
steam and, in the sight and sound and smell of it, more ot 
romance. It is easy to understand its attraction to a boy 
who lived there and who was fascinated by sky and water 

Rosy’s first success in photography came before he was 
twelve vears old. The desire to have a camera in his hands 
had been stirring even earlier, but he had not been able to 
afford one. In a group effort with five other boys who had

He 
liked to sketch and later went to art school, but by that 
time was already becoming established as a free lance news 
photographer 

Few newspapers and magazines then had full-time pho 
tographic staffs. He was eager, dependable and willing to 
travel, and soon had triends among the reporters and 
editors, and enough work to keep him busy 

Rosy sought out vachting assignments wherever he could; 
would travel to cover one whenever an editor would ad- 
vance his fare and lodging. Or, if he had tunds enough to 
pay his own way, he covered regattas anyway in hopes he 
could get an editor to use his pictures 

Meanwhile he did news photography In the early nine- 
teen-hundreds Rosy photographed the Tong wars in New 
York's Chinatown, he covered the Triangle shirt fire, the 
Baltimore Fire, the poor sleeping in the parks on hot sum- 
mer nights, President Theodore Roosevelt at Oyster Bay, 
society at Newport, and the early automobile races. He 
deeply regrets that when Jimmy Hare, one of the greatest 
of the free-lance photographers asked him to come along 
to cover some Wright Brothers who were going to try to 
fly an urplane at Kitty Hawk, he could find no editor with 
enough confidence that an airplane might fly to give him 
an assignment to go down 

By 1910 he had less and less time for general news photog- 


raphy. His studio assignments grew rapidly in the industrial

and advertising fields. But no matter how urgent were the 
demands of this financially rewarding work, he still found 
time to cover yachting, both sail and power. In 1907 he 
went first to Florida to photograph speed boat racing, and 
from then until World War II there was hardly a major 
speed boat regatta in the country he did not attend and 
photograph 

Starting in the 1920's the Regatta Circuit Riders Club 
Was an active organization in connection with speed boat 
racing. Though many of its functions were social, it did 
much good work in popularizing speed boat regattas and 
made available to communities needing it the information, 
equipment and personnel necessary to hold a regatta. From 
its beginning, he was active in the R.C. 2, and in 1927, 
When its membership numbered 1300 racing enthusiasts, he 
was elected Commodore 

For a short while he was addressed as Commodore just 
about as often as he was called Rosy, but Rosy he continues 
to be to most people who know him.

The demands of a growing family were neatly dovetailed 
into his photographic career. Rosy was never quite con- 
tent with his photographic equipment and was always try- 
ing to improve or change it. The Rosenfeld home was 
always filled with cameras, and early morning or late night 
ind the weekends he was home, he'd adjust them and fuss 
over them. He does not like to work alone, loves to talk 
over his photographic problems and ideas with the family, 
so Mother and the children were always called in to listen, 
fetch, carry, hold, suggest and in general be a part of the 
changes always in progress 

For the children, a chance to go boating was always the 
goal worth waiting or working for. Photography afloat for 
them was a part of the home and the way of life from the 
beginning, as normal an activity as anything. Both Mother 
and Dad were involved in it, for Mother's love of the sky, 
Water, ships and the ways of the weather are as deep as 
Dad's 

Between them is a companionship in the spirit of his work 
as Well as in the ways of life. When he was first courting 
her he was building up a collection of cloud photographs. 
She remembers that if they were starting out on a date, no 
matter how important, it was perfectly understandable that 
it an unusual cloud formation happened to pass, Morris 
would stop at once if he had his camera with him, or run 
home to get it if not, and spend what time was necessary 
until he felt he had the pictures he wanted 

She has always been interested in seeing Rosy or the chil- 
dren start out on a new project, She would go along if she 
could, or just cheerfully stay home. And still, whether the 
parting is for a day, a week or as sometimes has happened 
with the children, for the years of a war, she waves goodbye. 
and on the return home waves hello in a way that says she 
has been there waiting all the time. To watch her wave 
trom the sea wall as Rosy and her sons leave the mooring 
for a days shooting in Foto, and to see her waiting on the 
shore to wave on return home is a vivid reminder of the 
clipper ship wives of the 1850's. 

In the 1920's and early 30's, the anchorage in front ot 
our house on City Island was often filled with large yachts, 
as well as occasional three-masted lumber schooners, wait- 
ing tor a fair wind and tide to start on their passage down 
east.

I'm Alone earned 3,000,000 bootleg dollars before an end that 
brought international claims of piracy and acts of war

HE SAT LOW and sure in the water; saucy, enchanting, 
faintly scandalous with the whisper of liquor on her 
breath And, like any femrne fatale, mystery and 
violence surrounded her, too 
Even today just thirty years after the exasper ited Coast 
Guard finally put her to death with shellfire in the most 
notorious engagement of the “Dry Navy we know little 
about the silent shore men who gave her sailing orders or 
who really owned het 
But we know so much else about her! From Lunenberg 
N.S., where her keel was laid some thirty-five years ago 
down to Belize in British Honduras, the last port. she 
cleared in March, ‘1929, with a holdful of liquor destined 
for Davy Jones locker, old-timers will tell you 
From the time /'m Alone dropped her first cargo of 
hootch off Cultivator Shoals outside Boston Harbor in the 
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Twenties till her spectacular death down in the Gulf of 
Mexico, the schooner ranged, impudently and intermit- 
tently, from Gloucester, Mass., to the Delaware Capes and 
on down to Trinity Shoals in Louitsiana’s bustling Rum 
Row. 

Probably the most profitable and legal of the rum run- 
ners (she scrupulously observed not only the three-mile 
limit but also the twelve-mile limit then in force tor run- 
ners), /’m Alone brought an estimated $3,000,000 in earn- 
ings to her owners 

But she also brought unhappiness to her last master, a 
baldish, blue-eved giant out of Newfoundland, Naval hero 
of World War 1, one of the few left of the old, tree-wheel 
ing skippers 

Khaki shirt open at the neck sleeves rolled up tor action, 
his heavy, wartime automatic swinging at his hip, Captain 
John Thomas Randall paced his deck and roared impar- 
tially to his eight-man crew and the U. S. Coast Guard 
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“I'm the master of my ship, and I don’t take orders 
give them!” 

Even as a Coast Guard cutter raked him stem to stern 
with four-pounders and quick-firing rifles, he shouted out 
his defiance, “You may sink us, if you like, but you may 
not seize us!” Then as I’m Alone arched in death, he 
waited till her bow was twenty feet under water, the stern 
ten feet in the air before leaping into the sea, but though 
he didn’t know it, his career, brave, bold, don't-give-a-damn, 
had been beached torever 

Even in death the femme fatale called I’m Alone wasn't 
through with men. She took one crewman with her and 
posthumously brought death to another man. She involved 
the United States, Great Britain, Canada and France in a

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Then, in the fall of 1928, some changes were made. New 
owners took over, /’m Alone was transferred to the South- 
ern rum trade, and 49-year-old Captain Randall assumed 
command. A sea adventurer, he had once skippered a 
schooner in Arctic exploration, and as a wartime lieutenant 
commander in the Royal Navy reserve he had been flotilla 
commander for fourteen Special Service vessels. He was 
a master mariner and carried a master’s license issued in 
Cardiff, England. 

Somehow, he came out of the war with both the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross and the Croix de Guerre with 
two palms, but he would only say offhandedly: 

“Oh, I got into a mixup off the coast of Norway, cap- 
tured a couple of German ships and sank two or three 
more.” 

A less courageous skipper would have gotten the jitters 
on the first trip. In November, 1928, Randall cleared St. 
Pierre with 1,400 cases of assorted liquors and _ fifteen 
halves of $1 bills for a rendezvous thirty miles due south 
of the Trinity Shoals light buoy off the Louisiana coast 

There he was to dispense his cargo to any “pullers” who 
could match torn $1 bills with him. But off Trinity, the 
CG cutter Walcott—the vessel that was to bird dog him 
to the kill four months later—sighted /’m Alone. For 
forty-eight hours, they played cat-and-mouse, and then 
in disgust Randall cleared out for Belize without unloading 

Killing time, he stayed in port a few days there, went on 
to Nassau in the Bahamas, and then beat his way back up 
to Trinity. A large motorboat with a high pilot house 
loomed out of the dark, $1 bills were matched, and 800 


cases unloaded. I’m Alone stood out to sea, came back five 


days later and successfully unloaded the rest of her cargo 
to the same mysterious boat 

It went on like that till davbreak on Wednesday. March 
20, 1929, when Randall's old enemy Walcott suddenly 
came on him from the westward near Trinity Shoals. Posi- 
tion was to be of the highest diplomatic importance, and 
Randall swore he was 14 to 15 miles offshore 

The Coast Guard begged to differ, putting him at 10.8 
miles, well within the twelve-mile limit. Randall hove up 
anchor and steered a course south by west. The Walcott 
signalled him to heave to

I'm Alone, and a slug nipped Randall on the right leg just 
below the hip, partly paralyzing the limb. 

But he had skilfully placed shoal water between him 
and the cutter, and now Walcott dropped astern as /'m 
Alone fled southerly at her “maximum twelve knots.” All 
day Thursday, the chase continued south and east. That 
night, Randall took in his sails, heading for a spot twenty 
miles east of Alcaran Reet off the Mexican Coast 

Friday morning, Randall made his position at roughly 
latitude 25.30 N and longitude 91 W, about 215 miles 
south by east from the entrance to New Orleans. But fat 
and fast as he had run, he was in trouble. The wind had 
whipped up to a moderate gale, rough seas were running 
and trom the south-southwest a second cutter, Dexter 
closed in 

Again Randall defied the United States Government 
and this time, from 300 yards range, he really got it. Shells 
and rifle fire shredded his sails and peppered his deck 
Dexter signalled. Randall lit 
his cigar, contemptuously flipped the match toward the

The fire was intensified, and the rigging cut adrift, the 
bulwark smashed, the foreboom shattered. Most of the 
crew huddled aft, ducking splinters, and the engineer 
called up that the water was rising over his floor 

Randall waited till his forward decks were level with 
the water and then shouted, “Cut those dories loose and 
shove off.” He ran below for his log books and papers 
wrapped them in oilskin, and dove over the side. Clinging 
to a cabin door, he managed to reach the Dexter with his 
men. 

But one, Leon Mainjoy, could not be revived aboard the 
cutter and Randall said bitterly, 
must answer for.”

Finally, in 1935, U.S. Supreme Court Justice Willis 
Vandevanter and Sir Lyman Poore Duff, the Canadian 
Chiet Justice, sitting as a judicial commission, ended the in- 
cident Canada, which had asked $386,000, received

N 1699, Pierre le Moyne d'Irberville sailed his battered 
| litthe boats through the chain of islands off the Missts 
sippi Gulf Coast and planted the Fleur-de-Lis flag of 
France on the present eastern shore of the Bay of Biloxi 
Here he built a fort, and called it Maurepas Today this 
same spot is the beautiful modern city of Ocean Springs 
Otfshore, Ship Island still is Known by the prophetic 
name given by these first French explorers. It originally 
was called “Isle au Vessaux,” Isle of the Vessels, because 
it gave safe harbor. There has never been a time since that 
first historic landing that the Gulf Coast of Mississippi has 
not been dependent upon boats 
Today the shore line bears the unique distinction of 


being the longest man-made white sand beach in the world. 


It lies back of a concrete seawall trom St. Louts Bay on 
the west to Pascagoula Bay on the east 28 tree-lined miles 
Along this entire coastline there are literally thousands of 
small boats of every variety. 

Po fully appreciate this tremendous boating activity, you 
need a full-size picture of the Mississippi Gult Coast area 
Along the shore les U. S. Highway 90 that runs from 
Florida to Texas. It is Known as the Old Spanish Trail; some 
call it the “moss covered route” because of the huge oak 
trees that line the highway with their moss garlands dan-

Largest striped bass recorded for the area is 34 pounds, 
with the best fishing usually in spring or fall months. Bream, 
crappie and goggle eye run about average size, with fish 
biting 12 months of the year. Tarpon season is from May | 
to October, with the record catch topping the scales at 
185 pounds.

Ibs., battle sports fishermen from May to October. 
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Flounder are taken from April to October, with the 
largest running about 20 pounds. Spanish and king mackerel 
hit best during the summer months; the largest king re- 
ported went to 34 pounds. Ling are also good for the 
summer months. The largest ling weighed in reached 92 
pounds. 

A resident fishing license sells for $4.25 for all game and 
fishing. The non-resident fishing license is $6.25, and there 
is a special non-resident tourist permit good for three days,

MISSISSIPPI 


ANY YEARS ago a steamboat named the Robert I 
Lee engraved its name in the pages of history books 
by puffing up the Mississippi River from New Or- 
leans to St. Louis faster than anyone then dreamed possible 
On Labor Day weekend, 1958, a group of outboard-pow- 
ered boats started out from New Orleans to cover this 
same 1068 miles in an all-out race to St. Louis 
The captain of the Robert E. Lee must have been rolling 
in his grave to see what manner of boats were challenging 
his river—most were 16 foot family-type runabouts pow- 
ered by twin outboard motors totaling up to 140 horse- 
power. But everyone, including the present day river pilots, 
were amazed when the first of these boats streaked into 
St. Louis just 29 hours and 29 minutes after leaving New 
Orleans, averaging better than 36 mph including eight stops 
at official fueling and check points. Of the 28 boats which 
left New Orleans, 12 arrived at the finish line; the remain- 
der were casualties along the way—victims of the huge 
trees, debris and logs floating down the river, often un- 
seen at night; of the countless unmarked sandbars hidden 
beneath the swirling brown water and of the brutal hour 
after hour pounding with throttles jammed wide open, Fa- 
tigue, too, took its toll; fatigue not only of equipment but 
of men. And therein lies the story behind the story of the 
race 


Dick Spelman and I were driving entry number 41, a 16

foot Power-Cat boat powered with a pair of 70 horsepower 
Mercury motors. The entry was sponsored by Culver Aero- 
marine Company of Dayton, Ohio, and my old friends 
Merlyn Culver and his son, Jon, had carefully prepared the 
outfit with all the benefit of their many years of racing 
experience. Much thought went into every detail of the 
boat and its equipment; special fuel tanks with oversize fun 
nel for rapid filling, high-intensity aircraft) sealed-beam 
headlights and spotlights, a pair of comfortable automobile 
bucket seats, spare propellers, etc. Emergency equipment 
was included; first aid kit, flares, bilge pump, anchor, tood 
and water—in fact every contingency which could possibly 
be thought of in advance was provided tor.

we didn’t plan on slowing down. As the channel weaves 
from one side of the river to the other continuously, it 
is essential to know position at all times. If you zig when 
you should have zagged—presto; sandbar! Dick would 
call out directions to me—“Close to right bank here”; “Ease 
over to the left bank now.” By the end of the race we were 
both so hoarse we could hardly talk.. As the darkness de- 
scended upon the river, the boats, which had all hit the 
starting line in a bunch, began to spread out 

With the darkness now total and only the dim outline of 
the trees along the edge to show where the banks were, | 
flipped on the navigation lights and the head lights and 
adjusted the angle of the lights to reach out a maximum 
distance into the black void ahead. As expected, I found 
that it was necessary to look over the windshield rather 
than through it for best visibility and silently thanked 
Messrs. Culver for positioning the driver's seat so this was 
possible and fairly comfortable. Dick was spotting markers 
with the hand spotlight and still calling out directions; two 
hours out of New Orleans and everything was going fine 
We had rigged heavy rubber bands to hold the throttles full 
forward; this removed from the driver the strain of holding 
them open yet they could be pulled back quickly in an 
emergency. They had not been moved since the starting 
line and the engines were singing beautifully; Baton Rouge, 
the first check and fueling stop was less than an hour away, 
and suddenly in the headlights fifty feet ahead was one of 
those great big floating trees. In the split instant as | 
grabbed for the throttles—no time to turn—lI could see the 
jagged roots sticking out from the bottom of the trunk 
Just as my fingers touched the throttles we hit it. The cat 
took off like going over a ski jump, the motors hit with a 
bone-jarring crunch, flew up and came down and we were 
over it. I never had gotten the throttles back and there

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wrapped his fingers from the aluminum grab handles, 
thoughtfully provided for just such occasions, we contin- 
ued on our way. But not quite so rapidly as before; the 
tachometers told the story—the starboard engine was down 
400 rpm; the port, 600 rpm. “Props are bent,” observed 
Dick unnecessarily. Finally the lights of Baton Rouge ap- 
peared and we limped into the first pit stop, where we 
changed props. 

And so it went through the night; staring out into the 
yellow beam of the headlights for any tell-tale sign, dodging 
the drift, the navigator spotting markers, studying the charts 
and giving directions. Many times we smashed into unseen 
pieces of water-logged wood and once stopped to change a 
damaged propeller which was crumpled just after leaving a 
pit stop, with three hours to go to the next one. At each stop 
through the long night Jon was waiting with new propellers, 
coffee, food, fuel and encouragement. And slowly we worked 
up in position and others dropped out; “8th place and 24 
minutes behind the lead boat,” “6th place and 18 minutes,” 
and as a beautiful dawn broke and we pulled into Green 
ville, Mississippi, the ubiquitous Jon called out while passing 
gas cans, “4th and 15 minutes.” Roaring out of Greenville, 
we passed one of the four, dead in the water. “Third,” 
shouted Dick hoarsely and I grunted, “It’s a long way to 
St. Louie.” 

All through that Sunday morning the boats held about 
the same positions; we picked up to within 10 minutes of 
the leader and there we seemed destined to stay. 

Somehow we got through that long, hot September after 
noon and the three boats, only minutes apart, inched ther 
way up the blue channel line on the charts. Just before

“What's our position?”; start engines, shove the throttles 
open and slip the rubber bands on again and away we go 

We had been on the river for twenty-four hours now and 
the second night was on us. Part of the time we tried run 
ning without headlights so. we would not give our position 
away to other contestants disabled on sandbars as we passed 
On top of that, from Cairo up both the river and the 
charts change suddenly for the worse: they become little 
mimeographed sheets showing river and markers that may 
be there but more often are not 

After an hour or so I relieved Dick. By now we were 
both functioning mostly on instinct. I was squinting into 
the darkness ahead of the he: idlight beam when suddenly 
the light illuminated dry land where there should have been 
water, perhaps a hundred feet ahead. This was what we'd 
been dreading; one of those fingers of sand extending far 
out into the water. I didn’t even know from which bank 
it projected. Instinct said do something and I did—l 
wrenched the wheel to the left just as hard as I could [he 
cat spun—it “swapped ends” like a car on slippery pave 
ment—and it never stopped planing. With the throttles 
sull wide open and the bow now pointing the other way 
we felt the propellers chew into the sand, get a good bite 
and start shoving us back the way we had just come. It 
had all happened in a split-second and we had lost practi 
cally no speed 

Neither of us said a word ‘tl later. In deep water again 
I turned the boat around, gently, and approached the sand 
bar again slowly while swinging the boat from side to side 
to sweep it with the headlights. Finding the channel, the 
throttles went open again and we continued on our way 
Twice more that night the “sandbar turn” was forcetull 
executed. Both Dick and I agreed later that we would never 


never have dared trv such a turn, nor would we t again 


t 
even now We were at full speed better than 45 mpt t 
the time. But in the pressure of a race and with fatigue du 
ing “better sense.” strange things can happen. Under thes 
conditions one depends heavily on the equipment. and the 
difference between exceptional and “just good” equipment 
becomes the difference of win or lose; indeed, of life o1 
death 


At St. Genevieve, Mo., we made a flying pit stop and 
were told that we were now in second place and the boat 
which had pulled away as we came in was the leader. Tt 


meant only about a minute separated us from the first place 
boat. Shortly after leaving there, we passed in the dark V¢ 
learned later) that boat; they had led almost the entire 
race until running onto a sandbar at full speed, and they 
were understandably unhappy as they watched us go by in 
the night. They finally pushed their craft back to the 
water and finished fourth in the race, several hours behind 
us. Unknowingly, we were in the lead and not particularly 
caring by now, wanting only St. Louis and a soft bed. we 
groped on up the river 

Then, with the glow of the city’s lights almost in sight 
our luck finally ran out and we found ourselves stopped in 
a few inches of water and several feet of mud. As we 
strained and pushed, sinking into the mud up to our knees 
we watched two boats go by, feeling their way up the 
channel on the other side of the river. When we got under 
way again they were out of sight and sheer exhaustion hit 
us like a giant hammer. I think we crossed the finish line 
at St. Louis, at least we suddenly realized there were bright 
lights, cheering people and horns blowing. Idling into the 
midst of the confusion, we were greeted by Jon almost as 
tired as we from his race to keep up with us by land. He 
and his father told us we had finished third with a total 
elapsed time of 29 hours and 4142 minutes. The three 
boats had come in within a space of 12 minutes and all 
had broken the record for the run by many hours. We were 
happy to be there, not at all sad at finishing third, and we 
crawled away to a hotel saying “never again.” But maybe

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PONTOON FLOTATION 
«ef am planning an 8x20-foot outboard 
houseboat having an 8x12-foot 
cabin. | plan to build this on two 
plywood pontoons, 2x2x18 feet each. 
My problem is, how do | figure the 
amount of weight my pontoons will 
carry and still not draw more than 6 
inches of water?”

Presuming that your pontoons will 
be perfectly square throughout their 
lengths with no shaping or fining at 
their ends, this is a simple problem to 
solve. Every floating vessel displaces 
(takes the place of, moves to one side) 
a volume of water equal in weight to 
the weight of the vessel itself. With 
a draft of 6 inches, each of your pon- 
toons will displace 18 cubic feet of 
water (18x2x0.5 feet). Both pon- 
toons will displace twice this much, or 
36 cubic feet. 

Fresh water weighs 62.4 pounds per 
cubic foot; salt water weighs 64 
pounds per cubic foot. If your house- 
boat is to be used in fresh water, it will 
weigh 36x62.4, or 2,246.4 pounds. If 
the boat is to be employed in salt 
water, it will weigh 36x64, or 2,304 
pounds. 

These weights include everything in 
the houseboat’s structure and every- 
thing carried aboard the boat. In- 
volved are the pontoons themselves, 
the platform atop the pontoons, the 
cabin and its furnishings, the outboard 
motor and fuel tank, the houseboat’s 
equipment and supplies and the pay- 
load the boat will carry (the passengers 
and their gear). 

Frankly, a displacement of but a 
little over a ton for a vessel of this 
sort is a bit on the light side. Even if 
built as lightly as possible, the com- 
pleted craft, its motor and its equip- 
ment will weigh in the neigborhood 
of 1,800 pounds. This leaves 400 to 
500 pounds of displacement available 
for water, food, miscellaneous sup- 
plies, crew and personal gear. If you 
plan to cruise with but one companion, 
this may prove adequate. It leaves no 
leeway, however, for occasional after- 
noon guests. This is undesirable be- 
cause part of the charm of a houseboat 
is the opportunity it offers for enter- 
taining one’s friends in a unique yet 
thoroughly enjoyable fashion. 

Far better than the project you have 
in mind would be a houseboat built 
atop metal pontoons. Such pontoons 
are made by several manufacturers.

Called the Cruz-Raft, it measures 20 
feet long and 10 feet wide. It has two 
pontoons made from oil drums and a 
superstructure made from 2x10-inch 
lumber. Both the drums and the lum- 
ber can be purchased in your own 
locality. Atco’s kit, which weighs 
about 100 pounds, consists of draw- 
ings, complete instructions, special 
conical noses for the pontoons, and 
all necessary hardware. 


VINYL PLASTIC FOAM 
74 Te read with a good deal of in. 
pian your column in the June 
58 issue, in which you recommended 
foam rubber as a replacement filler 
for cushions. 

“There is, we, feel, a superior prod- 
uct available. It is called unicellular 
vinyl plastic foam. We manufacture it 
under the trade name Arkon. 

“Unicellular vinyl! plastic foam is, as 
its name indicates, plastic in foam 
form. It consists of thousands of tiny 
cells that are closed off from each 
other. Therefore, unlike foam rubber 
and other open-cell products, Arkon 
can never absorb water, even when cut. 

“In addition, it is both mildew and 
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rot proof, it will not support combus- 
tion and it weighs only a fraction of 
what foam-rubber products weigh. The 
latter characteristic is especially im- 
portant because it makes Arkon almost 
as buoyant as kapok. (A cubic foot of 
Arkon will support 57 pounds as op- 
posed to 58 pounds for a cubic foot of 
kapok.) Arkon is therefore Coast Guard 
approved for use in life jackets and 
life-preserver cushions aboard motor- 
boats up to 40 feet long.”

Vi leaks in the bottom. They are so 
small that | can’t see them. Do you 
think it would be possible to apply a 
layer of fiberglass to the bottom and 
in that way stop the leaks? If this is 
practical, please advise me on how to 
proceed.”

Fiberglass is excellent for patching 
fuel tanks. Since no welding or solder- 
ing 1s required, repairs can be made 
without danger of explosion. All you 
need to do the job is some glass cloth 
and a small supply of epoxy resin and 
catalyst (hardener). Make sure you 
get epoxy resin, not polyester resin. 
Ihe former will bond permanently to 
metal while the latter will not 

Here are the steps to follow: 

|. Prepare the surface Using 
coarse sandpaper, sand the metal 
down until all dirt and paint are re- 
moved and the surtace is bright. Then 
remove any traces of fuel or oil witha 
hydro-carbon solvent 
2. Measure and cut the glass cloth 
so it is exactly the same size as the 
bottom of the tank 

3. Mix the resin and hardener in a 
shallow tray, carefully following the 
proportions recommended by the 
manufacturer 

4. Putting on rubber gloves to keep 
the epoxy trom irritating your skin, 
immerse the cloth in the mixture and 
work it around until it is thoroughly 
impregnated 

5. Lay the resin-soaked cloth in 
place on the job and smooth out all 
wrinkles and air bubbles with your 
rubber-clad hands. You'll probably 
want two or three thicknesses of cloth 
all told. You can apply all of them 
without waiting for the first to harden. 
For maximum strength, be sure to 
place the long weave of each layer at 
right angles to the long weave of the 
previous layer. 

6. Allow the resin to harden over- 
night. It is sufficiently hard when it 
can't be dented with a fingernail. 

That's all there is to it. You prob- 
ably aren't interested in a smooth sur- 
face because it will normally be hid-

IT WON'T WORK 
7 Ss it possible to start a boat’s en 
gine by towing the boat?” 
William M. Marshall 
Royal Oak, Mich. 

No, it isn't. To start an engine by 
towing, you must exert enough torque 
on the crankshaft to overcome the 
compression in the cylinders, thereby 
permitting the engine to turn over 

Let’s digress for a minute and talk 
about cars 

A car with a manual transmission 
can be started easily by towing. The 
wheels are in positive contact with the 
road and are solidly attached to the 
axle, which ts firmly coupled to the 
driveshaft by means of gears in the 
differential. The driveshaft, in turn, is 
rigidly attached to the engine's crank- 
shaft by the gears in the transmission 
There is thus no slippage anywhere 
along the line. The revolving of the 
car’s wheels is transformed directly 
into the crankshaft torque that’s more 
than sufficient to overcome the cyl- 
inder compression 

A car with an automatic transmis- 
sion, on the other hand, ts harder to 
start by towing because this type of 
transmission has fluid drive. In its sim 
plest form, fluid drive consists of a 
driving wheel that is attached to the 
crankshaft, a driven wheel (called a 
runner) that is attached -to the drive- 
shaft and a casing around the two 
Wheels that is filled with oil. As the 
driving wheel revolves, it imparts its 
motion to the oil and the movement 
of the oil causes the runner also to 
revolve 

In a car being towed, this process ts, 
of course, reversed. The runner re- 
volves and imparts its motion to the 
oil. The driving wheel, forcefully in- 
fluenced by cylinder compression, 
strongly resists the movement of the 
oil. So stoically does it breast the wave 
of oil, in fact, that the car must be 
towed as much as 35 mph before the 
oil can overcome the resistance and 
make the engine turn over 

A similar resistance is at work when 
we attempt to start a boat's engine by 
towing. In this case, however, instead 
of a driving wheel and oil we have a 
propeller and water. When the boat ts 
towed, the water moves past the pro- 
peller, striving to make it turn. But it 
can’t turn because it is held in check 
by cylinder compression. The only 
way it could be made to turn would be 
to increase the force of the water until 
it overcomes the load of the compres- 
sion. 

In everyday practice, this point can

Ergo: it is impossible to start a 
boat's engine by towing the boat.

One of the ma- 
terials | am considering using for these 
fittings is titanium. What are the pros 
and cons of this ‘wonder metal’?”

Titanium is one of the most inter- 
esting of the new materials being used 
in boatbuilding. It is an extremely 
lightweight metal that is remarkably 
resistant to corrosion. Bob Lippincott, 
a Riverton, N. J., boatbuilder and 
sailboat skipper, used it extensively for 
spar and tiller fittings in Flower, a 
Star-class boat he built and sailed to 
several important victories this past 
season. 

The only thing preventing titanium 
from immediately replacing stainless 
steel and aluminum in marine applica- 
tions is its cost. The companies pro- 
ducing the metal realize this and are 
taking drastic steps to lower the cost 
by refining the techniques used to 
produce commercially pure titanium. 
The price has already dropped from 
$5 a pound in early 1955 to $2.50 a 
pound today. The ultimate goal is 
$1.25 a pound. When that goal is 
achieved, titanium will undoubtedly 
become the lightweight champion of 
the metal world. 

Meanwhile, despite its cost, it is be- 
ing employed increasingly in racing 
sailboats and motorboats where corro- 
sion resistance and pounds saved are 
more important than dollars and cents.

MARINE ENGINES continued 


have the same meaning at sea or on 
Shore, except that eight cylinder en- 
gines are usually equiped with twin 
four-barrel carburetors of dual down- 
draft design, with the six cylinder job 
featuring an up-draft carb. Flame ar- 
restors take the place of ai cleaners, 
and while they permit air to pass 
through to the carburetor their func 
tion should not be confused with that 
of the motor accessory. You can run 
your car without an air cleaner and 
not suffer serious mishap. Don’t ever 
Start your boat engine without the 
flame arrestors properly in place, how- 
evel 

It is this need for special protection 
against fire, in fact, that points up a 
number of design differences between 
boat and auto power plants. Your car 
moves through air and there ts little 
chance for volatile gasoline fumes to 
accumulate since these are carried 
away by the airstream over and under 
the moving vehicle. This is not the 
case at sea, and measures must be 
taken to prevent any possibility of 
That is why many 
marine installations have overboard 


explosion and fire 


drains fitted under the carburetor to 
carry away any gasoline that might 
drip, why the distributor is completely 
shielded to keep a loose wire from 
throwing out a spark, and why gener- 
ators (which might develop a spark- 
ing brush are of the unvented type. 

Marine engines differ carb-wise 
from their automotive equivalent in 


that instead ot having al low speed 
adjustment and a fixed jet to regulate 
the mixture, as in autos, they have two 
idjustments for each barrel—one tor 


low speed and one for high speed 


This is largely because a boat engine 
never cets a chance to “coast down 
hill” but must be hard at work during 

rtually every moment of its running 
time. Adjustments to the carburetor 


Should be made to obtain the smooth 
est performance with the leanest mix- 
ture, using the several speed settings 
to establish the level at which the en 
gine works best. Care should be taken 
to avoid having too lean a mixture in 
the interest of longer valve life 

The distributor on the marine en- 
gine 1s almost identical with that in 
your car's ignition system An impor 
tant difference is that there ts no need 
for a vacuum spark advance at sea 
since there 1s not the variety of driving 
Situations in open water that you 
would normally encounter at the 
wheel of your cal At anv given speed 
your inboard is under a constant load 
and the degree of spark required 1s 
comparatively stable. The spark plugs 
themselves are the same as are used in 
everyday driving except that they are 
covered to make them splash-proot 

The cooling system of a marine en- 
gine differs from your car's in several 
wavs. The usual air blast from the 
grille is missing, the system can be 
either an open or closed circuit, fresh 
or salt water may be used with equal

silver solder at joints displace conven- 
tional hose clamps 

Coolant 1s first pumped to the ex 
haust manifolds, whose temperature 
must be reduced to the point where it 
will not represent a possible fire haz- 
ard. Water then flows through an oil 
cooler where it cools the engine oil and 
thus prolongs the useful life of the 
lubricant and the longevity of the en 
gine. A zine electrode is installed in 
the oil cooler to prevent electrolysis 
in the cooling system, with its result 
ing decomposition. If it were not for 
this oil cooler, marine engine oil temp- 
cratures would be too high for efficient 
operation, since there is no airstream 
present.

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After it leaves the oil cooler the 
water enters the cylinder block and 
cylinder heads where it cools in the 
conventional manner. The rate of 
flow is slower than in a passenger car 
engine, so the heads must be modified 
to overcome local hot spots. The wa- 
ter then enters the intake manifold in 
order to keep the carburetor risers 
warm, then flows to the thermostat 
housing where it is bypassed for re- 
circulation through the manifold or 
rejected overboard by means of the 
exhaust pipes 

Another point of difference between 
your car's engine and the power plant 
of vour boat ts the location of the fly- 
Wheel. On an inboard this is usually 
mounted at the forward end of the 


engine rather than at the drive end. 





Marine nature of this 6 is seen in 
geared exhaust, flame arrestor, 
block vent and geared generator. 


There are several reasons for the 
change in position. One ts that space 
is saved by eliminating a bulge in the 
aft end of the engine so that the tn- 
stallation can follow the normal con 
tour of the hull. Another reason ts 
that it simplifies lubrication by permit- 
ting the reverse gear and the engine to 
possess a single integral oil sump. And 
thirdly, mounting the flywheel forward 
makes it easy to attach a powel take-

The 
clutch plates and planetary pinions 
must be more rugged and the hydrau- 
lic control system must be sensitive 
enough to give the propeller just the 
right pitch for the work it must do. 

The crankcase itself is usually ven- 
tilated by means of a pipe running 
from the crankcase into the flame ar- 
restor and thence to the carburetor. 
The air entering the carburetor picks 
up gasoline fumes and water Vapor 
and in this way keeps the crankcase 
free of sludge. This ventilator pipe 
may strike you as rather distinctively 
sea-going, but talk to an old timer and 
he will recall that a similar accessory 
connected between the carburetor ai 
inlet and the crankcase was to be 
found on the Model T! 

From a maintenance standpoint the 


marine engine offers perhaps fewer 
problems than its landlubbing kin

THE NEW COAST GUARD 
FIRE EXTINGUISHER REGULATIONS 
pooh vaporizing liquid type fire ex- 

tinguishers will no longer receive Coast 
Guard approval for use aboard pleasure 
boats, yachts, motorboats, and certain 
commercial vessels, it was announced 
September 5, 1958 

The announcement in the September 6 
Federal Register includes carbon tetra- 
chloride and chlorobromomethane type 
extinguishers. 

Following a public hearing in March 
of 1958, the Merchant Marine Council 
recommended to the Commandant of the 
Coast Guard that this action be taken 
primarily because of the toxic vapors 
which result from the use of such ex- 
tinguishers. These changes will affect ves- 
sels and boats as follows: 

1. All requirements with respect to 
toxic vaporizing liquid type fire extin- 
guishers are removed from the vessel in- 
spection regulations, except for tank ves- 
sels and small passenger vessels carrying 
more than six passengers. (Similar amend- 
ments will be proposed to the regulations 
governing such vessels and will probably 
be included in the Public Hearing Agenda 
of the Merchant Marine Council for con- 
sideration at a March 1959 public hear- 
ing. ) 

2. After January 1, 1962, the carry- 
ing of such extinguishers on pleasure 
boats, yachts, etc., as Coast Guard ap- 
proved equipment will not be permitted. 

3. The use of toxic vaporizing liquid 
type fire extinguishers is specifically pro- 
hibited on Coast Guard inspected vessels 
except tank vessels and small passenger 
vessels carrying more than six passengers 
on and after January 1, 1962. 

4. All current Coast Guard approval 
granted for the manufacture of toxic va- 
porizing liquid type fire extinguishers are 
withdrawn effective December 6, 1958. 
However, such extinguishers manufac- 
tured prior to December 6, 1958 and in 
service may be continued in service until 
January 1, 1962, so long as such extin- 
guishers are in good serviceable condi-
